They 
often occur at night lasting any- 
where from a: quarter-of-an- 
hour. to as much as two hours 
er longer, Often they are acé 
companied -by ngusea, vomiting 
or both, The immediate treat- 
ment of such’ a headache ly en- 
tlrely ,outside the province of 
the commonly sold headache 
remedies, and requires drugs 
which can be’ administers - 
ed only by a physician or on 
his prescription, 


VISUAL SYMPTOMS 


In migraine there ore usually 
visual symptoms, such. as pain 
and numbness in the eyes and 
4 one-sided throbbing headache, 
which may last .for several 
hours or days, This, too, is 
associated with mausea and 
vomiting in u large percentage 
of patients.; Here again tha 
treatment is by drugs which 
only o physician can give; Thera 
appears to be ‘no common 
underlying cause of such head- .
